To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New Hampshire, Tuesday the 
eighth day of March, 1983 A.D. at 5:00 PM to act on Articles 1 thru 7, all other articles to be acted 
upon at 7:30 PM. Polls to close on Articles 1 thru 7 no later than 7:30 PM and may be held open 
longer at the discretion of the meeting. 


ARTICLE 1. Tosee if the Town will vote to approve Amendment No. 1 tothe Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board which would remove “greenhouses,” “riding stables,” “private 
clubs,” and “swimming pools,” from the list of Special Exceptions in Article IV. 


ARTICLE 2. Tosee if the Town will vote toapprove Amendment No. 2 tothe Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board which would add light commercial uses to the list of Special 
Exceptions in Article IV and in a new Section 602, provide definitions and standards to guide the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment in their review of such applications. 


ARTICLE 3. Tosee ifthe Town will vote toapprove Amendment No. 3 to the Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board which would amend Section 501 to clarify that accessory uses 
or buildings are allowed (along with a single- family dwelling) on a two-acre lot. 


ARTICLE 4. Tosee if the Town will vote toapprove Amendment No. 4 tothe Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board to add Section 503 that explains that accessory uses or 
buildings are customarily incidental and subordinate to the main building or use on the same lot. 


ARTICLE 5. Tosee if the Town will vote to approve Amendment No. 5 to the Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board to add a new Section 504 that limits the density of light 
commerical uses, as otherwise allowed, to only one such use as an accessory use per residential lot. 


ARTICLE 6. Tosee if the Town will vote to approve Amendment No.6 to the Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board which replaces the current Section 601 on Home Occupations 
with a new definition and adds standards for the Zoning Board of Adjustment to use in their 
review of such applications as Special Exceptions Uses. 


ARTICLE 7. Tosee if the Town will vote to approve Amendment No.7 to the Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board which replaces the first provision of the Sign Section and 
permits in its stead the following signs: a) one on-premise sign relating to the use or sale of the land, 
not to exceed six square feet; and b) off-premise directory signs, each not exceeding twosquare feet 
and rectangular in shape. 


ARTICLE 8. To choosea Town Clerk, a Selectman for a term of three years, a Town Treasurer, 
a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of 
three years, a Member of the Board of Adjustment for a term of five years, and three persons for a 
term of one year each to act as Appointing Authority to appoint temporary members to the Board 
of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, death, or absence of any permanent member 
or members, a Trustee of Trust Funds for a term of three years, and a Trustee of the Carolina 
Crapo Trust Fund for a term of one year. 


ARTICLE 9. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges and 
make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget:

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be 
used for unemployment benefits if the necessity should arise. 


ARTICLE 11. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,800.00 for the 
Franconia-Sugar Hill-Easton Chamber of Commerce. 


ARTICLE 12. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $693.00 for the 
North Country Home Health Agency, $594.00 for the White Mountain Mental Health Center, 
$1,500.00 for the Littleton Hospital, and $594.00 for Ross Ambulance Service 


ARTICLE 138. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for 
removing the most dangerous gravel bars from the Gale River which presently threaten the 
Streeter Pond Road 


ARTICLE 14. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,200.00 for the 
Franconia-Sugar Hill-Easton Recreation Program. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate all the funds to be received from 
Revenue Sharing in 1983 (approximately $6,248.00) for repair of the Library roof (approximately 
$2,200.00 repairs) and the balance to funds already appropriated for Meetinghouse repair. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to transfer $70.00 being the unexpended balance of 
the 1982 Highway radio special appropriation to the general fund. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will assist the 4-H Club in the planning/development of a 
recreation area at the Crapo School: and to name a committee and/or money for the same (By 
Petition). 


ARTICLE 18. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to grant a quitclaim deed 
to William K. and Sylvi L. Magown for a small parcel of land on Route 117 formerly owned by the 
Town of Lisbon. (approximately .15 acre) 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to purchase a new 
highway truck and to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,500.00 toward the purchase price and 
to further authorize the Selectmen to sell or trade the 1979 truck toward the balance of the 
purchase price. 


ARTICLE 20. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to purchase a new culvert 
thawing steamer and to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the same. 


ARTICLE 21. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to receive and spend the 
sum of $5,058.23 being the Extra Highway Subsidy from the State of New Hampshire for the year 
1982 and to receive and spend the Extra Highway Subsidy which may be received from the State 
of New Hamphsire for the year 1983. 


ARTICLE 22. Tosee ifthe Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


ARTICLE 23. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to direct a discount of one percent (1%) to be made to 
those persons or corporations who shall pay taxes within a period of three weeks from the date of 
the tax bill. 


ARTICLE 24. To seeifthe Town will vote to goon record in support of immediate actions by the 
Federal Government to control and reduce acid rain which is harmful to the environment and 
economy of Sugar Hill, New Hampshire and to the health and welfare of the people of Sugar Hill, 
New Hampshire. (Be Petition) 


ARTICLE 25. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

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LIBRARIAN'S 1982 REPORT 


Because of the recession, the Richardson Memorial Library is trying to do its part by 
economizing whenever possible. 


In 1979, our library joined with public libraries from Littleton, Franconia, Lisbon, Dalton, 
Bethlehem and Whitefield in forming the North Country Library Cooperative to discuss mutual 
problems, to arrange for the loan of books, and to further services to the community. In the past, in 
conjunction with a grant from the New Hampshire Council for the Humanities, the Co-op 
sponsored a free course covering a general introduction to literature written by women from the 
eighteenth to the twentieth century. In 1982, with a grant from the New Hampshire Commission 
on the Arts, the Co-op sponsored two puppet shows for children. In 1983, the Co-op will sponsor 
another free program on literature. Lancaster, Jefferson and Colebrook have now joined the 
Cooperative. 


To keep pace with the rapidly escalating cost of books, the North Country Library Cooperative 
joined with public and private school librarians to form a purchasing group to order books at a 
further reduced rate than was presently available. This arrangement is ona year’s trial basis to see 
if it is cost effective and if the jobber feels it is worthwhile. 


Although the library no longer has the services of the Bookmobile as the State Library could not 
afford its continued use, a Book Van is now available which in 1982 visited twice and loaned 890 
books, adult and juvenile. This helped considerably to alleviate the budget crunch for purchasing 
books. 


A further aid to the library’s budget is the opportunity to borrow Large Print books for the 
legally blind from other libraries in the State at no cost. The State Library, within its limited 
means, purchases non-fiction books of current interest which are available on loan to the library. 


A twenty-one volume encyclopedia was bought by the library at no cost to the Town through gifts 
of $100.00 each from The Willing Workers, the Sugar Hill Improvement Association and a 
donation of $100.00 from Mrs. Edward A. Harmes. With another $100.00 obtained from the sale of 
books, the total cost of $400.00 for the Academic American Encyclopedia was realized with a 
saving to the taxpayers. 


The second recipients of the Gladys Jesseman Memorial Award were Carol and Virginia 
Briggs, twins, graduates of Profile High School who are continuing their education at New 
England College and Keene State College respectively. Each was awarded $50.00. 


During the year, the Librarian took two Public Library Technique Courses and also a computer 
literacy course, as in the future the State Library will be taking advantage of this new 
technological development. 


In August, four children participated in a reading program. These children were able to walk to 
the library but those who depend on transportation did not come. However, the children from the 
Crapo Memorial School continue to visit regularly to take out books and to participate in a Story 
Hour. 
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The White Mountain Garden Club contributed $25.00 for another planting. The Trustees take 
care of the library’s garden and fill the window boxes. 


A book sale was held of out-dated books and those not circulated for several years. $173.00 was 
received. The Trustees then assisted the Librarian in up-dating the catalog file. 


Early this year the ceiling in the library was insulated to reduce energy costs. Part of this 
expense was paid for by Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of $187.00. It was necessary to 
replace the shingles on the front half of the library roof when a leak developed. This is the first time 
the roof has been repaired in many years. The back roof should be shingled in 1983 to avoid further 
damage to the exterior. The ceiling will also have to be repaired where the leak occurred. 


The Librarian is appreciative of the help of the Trustees who take a great interest in the services 
of the library to the community. She is grateful for the donation of money and books from library 
supporters. As always, the Librarian will welcome suggestions for the improvement of library 
programs. —

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CAROLINA CRAPO MEMORIAL FUND 


The total asset value of the trust reached a new high of $103,938.38 at the 1982 year end, versus a 
depressed level of $85,699.50 on December 31, 1981. 


The income earned in calendar 1982 amounted to $16,709.68, divided a follows:

Income Dividends 6,620.41 
Interest (Savings and CD’s) 1,005.57

The present trustees share the belief of their predecessors that the investments of this trust 
should remain under professional management and that mutual funds are the most effective and 
least expensive means of achieving the long range objectives. 


We concluded last year, after an extensive review and making analytical comparisons with 
other investment vehicles, that the performance of the two Mutual Funds held for a long time by 
the trust had been relatively unsatisfactory by comparison with many other well established 
funds. We, therefore, decided to liquidate them and shift over to funds with proven records of 
superior performance and which are managed by professionals whose investment philosophy and 
policies are more in line with the peculiar objectives of this trust. 


Due to unpredictable delays the liquidation of old holdings was not finished until the last week of 
December, and the new year overtook us before we could negotiate purchases of our new 
investments. This accounts for the fact that all of our assets happened to be ina NOW account on 
December 31, 1982. 


As this report is written the new program is almost complete and underway. A brief statement 
of our new investment position will be filed with the town clerk in the near future.

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THE PLANNING BOARD 


The year has been an active and a productive one. The Town’s Subdivision Regulations have 
been updated and strengthened. Working with the River and Coffin Pond Study Committee, 
ownership of Coffin Pond has been determined. The Fish and Game Department has stated, “the 
State owns and operates Joe Coffin Lake” and that “there will be maintenance in the form of 
dredging gravel bars necessary to reduce local flooding.” 


As required by recent state legislation, regulations regarding mobile homes being placed in our 
town have been adopted. 


At request of the Selectmen and the Board of Adjustment, and after review of present Zoning 
Ordinances by town attorney, the Planning Board, with valuable assistance by the North Country 
Council, has made proposals to clarify and update the town’s Zoning Ordinances. If voted for at 
Town Meeting the Board of Adjustment will have better tools with which to make its decisions. 


Work on updating the Master Plan is progressing. We need and solicit ideas as to directions in, 
and kinds of, growth our town may wish to take. We must be aware of the inevitability of change 
and unforseen demands. The Planning Board believes the town will be better served if it makes 
reasonable preparations in advance for as much as we can intelligently foresee. 


In all of our efforts we have had excellent guidance from the North Country Council. A member 
of our Board now serves on the Executive Committee of that organization. 


Planning Board Meetings are held on the first Monday of each month and are open meetings. 
Constructive ideas and suggestions are welcomed. 
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FRANCONIA-SUGAR HILL POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Well, it appears as though we have survived another year and, if I might say so, I thing the good 
outweighed the bad, many times over. 


To start with, there was a drastic reduction in the accident rate in Franconia, and Sugar Hill’s 
already low accident rate remained stable. The major causes of the accidents are poorly designed 
parking lots, and animals. The Department would be more than happy to purchase some oversized 
reflectorized flea collars if the Fish and Game Department would handle the problem of putting 
them on the moose population. 


The year 1982 was a rather busy one from the Police Department’s point of view. The tourist 
trade was very good, with a lot of snow followed by a good summer, and a very pretty foliage 
season. We had approximately 2100 calls for the Police through the 8123 system, plus an additional 
three calls per day at my home, which puts us over three thousand calls for the year. The 8123 line 
alone shows an increase of 250 over 1981. With December 1982 weather hardly traditional, this 
figure would probably have been considerably higher if we had had our normal winter road 
conditions. 


We were able to institute an anti-theft program at the ski area, and with the assistance of State 
Park personnel, it worked well with a high percentage of recovery on stolen skis. More 
importantly, with high visibility at Cannon Mountain, prevention of theft was the most important 
factor in the fewer thefts compared to past years. This year we have started a ski equipment 
registration program through the Police Department. 


In the Elementary School we were able to work on Career Awareness and Bicycle Safety 
Programs and anticipate more variety in 19838. 


How about a chunk of just plain good news? The 1983 budget is being submitted at the same level 
as 1982. 


The smoothest caper that I have pulled off in a long time was persuading Sergeant Eric “Bob” 
Anderson to leave the State Police and come to work for our Police Department on a fulltime basis. 
He is a fine police officer, dedicated to the profession, shows good judgement, compassion, and has 
a good sense of humor (which is good medicine in returning low spirits to normal). When the time 
comes to put the old horse out to pasture you will not have to wonder who the next chief will be 
because he is already there. Thanks Bob, you are appreciated. 


I have seen so many things change for the better in 1982 that I couldn’t begin to list them all. One 
example is a young lad who just happened to always be in the wrong place at the wrong time and 
took a hitch in the military. He is doing well and really put his life together. Another person 
recognized a problem with alcohol and corrected it; it is nice to have him back. I could fill this 
report with such stories from cover to cover and I think that it is healthy for a community to be 
filled with positive things rather than negative. People helping people is what really makes the 
small community worth living in and working for. It is sad when you meet someone who can only 
find fault with everything. They are the very few who make ethnic jokes and mean them or when 
they see someone stumble, rather than hold outa hand to help, they look for a bigger pair of boots to 
kick him with. I feel sorry for such people who must live a terribly lonely life without much 
meaning. 
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A few words of caution if you have the opportunity to speak with your State Representative in 
regard to the push to bring legalized gambling into New Hampshire. At a time when budgets are 
hurting, the bucks being promised look very inviting. If we must promote something, how about 
getting “Scenic New Hampshire” back on our license plates and letting our travelling neighbors 
know about our clean air and beautiful mountains? If you think that there is anything scenic about 
gambling, guess again. There isn’t any glamour in seeing family fortunes, large or small, being 
_ lost on the spin of a wheel, families falling apart and the crime rate going out of sight. 


Each year our law books get bigger, more confusing, and harder to deal with. I can’t help but 
think how nice it would be if we could toss all those books aside and get back to the originals that 
seem to be getting further and further away, those originals known as the Ten Commandments. 


I wish to thank all those who have done their part in keeping our communities nice places to live 
in, with a special thanks to all the members of the Franconia-Sugar Hill Police Department. You 
are all Number One. 


Take some boards and a little cement and you can build a house, but the people living in it are 
what makes it a home.

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SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During 1982, the Sugar Hill Fire Department responded to 20 alarms. Of these, five (5) were 
chimney fires; three (3) were for downed power lines; three (3) were for brush fires; two (2) were for 
possible structure fires; and, one (1) wasa car fire. In addition, we responded to five (5) mutual aid 
calls to Franconia and Lisbon and to one (1) false alarm. The total time for all of these alarms 
amounted to over 200 man-hours. Also, members put in almost 400 man-hours for training. 
Finally, countless hours were put in maintaining equipment. Taken together, the total man-hours 
put in by the membership could easily be estimated to be well over 1000. Not bad since we 
averaged only sixteen active members!!! 


Starting this past fall, the department instituted a new training program. All members will now 
be required to attend at least 12 meetings and drills per year. At each of the meetings and drills, a 
training subject will be covered in greater depth than in the past. Subjects covered to date include 
pumping, self-contained breathing apparatus, fire streams, and large diameter hose. In addition 
to our own training program, each active member will be required to attend at least one fire school 
per year. Fire school subjects range from basic firefighting to handling hazardous material 
incidents. These classes involve from one to two days of training and are applied for credit toward 
becoming a state certified firefighter. 


Our equipment maintenance program is progressing nicely. The new tanker, for which an old 
town chassis was used, is now complete and functioning. A comparable new vehicle would have 
cost between 40 and 50 thousand dellars and probably would not have met our needs as well. 
Building another truck with a town chassis is certainly something the department is planning on 
to save the town money in the very near future. Engine 2 (the 1962 International) is coming along 
well and should be going in for paint within the next few weeks. Other than replacing the tank ina 
couple of years, the current repairs should keep Engine 2 on the road for a long time to come. 


A giant step toward solving our water supply problems has been taken thanks to the State of 
New Hampshire and the Franconia Fire Department. Nearly a mile of four inch hose, previously 
used for snowmaking at Cannon Mountain, has been made available to the Franconia Fire 
Department through the State Forestry Department. This hose will be brought to any fire to 
which Franconia responds, making it possible for us to flow water over much greater distances. 


Finally, it should be noted that while we still have only between 15 and 20 members in the 
department, the average age of our members has dropped considerably. Many of the younger 
residents of Sugar Hill are now taking an active part in the fire department and the community as 
a whole. This is a trend we hope will continue. Asalways, new members are welcome anytime. The 
department meets on the first and third Wednesdays of each month. If you are interested, stop by, 
or get in touch with any fire department member. 


As a final note, you are to be congratulated. Of all the towns in the area, Sugar Hill has one of the 
lowest (if not the lowest) chimney fire rates. Your care and attention to what could bea problem is 
to be commended. As always, if you have a problem or would like the fire department to check out 
your installation, feel free to call.

Our most widely known fund raiser, Hayseed Day - Bluegrass Festival (both in 1981 and 1982), 
has been a great success. Hayseed was made possible by much help from Jack McGurin, Chief 
Gary Young, and members of the Fire and Police Departments. We greatly appreciate the efforts 
of these people, and all others who donated time, money, and music.

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THE RECREATION PROGRAM 


The Franconia, Sugar Hill, Easton Summer Recreation Program was very successful this 
season. Over 120 children registered and enjoyed eight weeks of activities. 


All recreation members received Red Cross swim instruction as well as water safety procedure 
while enjoying any water sport. Swim skills were taught at the Gale River Motel pool while 
endurance work was completed at Echo Lake. 


Bike rides were geared for young as well as the older members. The junior group rides covered 
4-8 miles on a given trip. After which the group would refresh themselves in the river. The older 
cyclists covered 14-24 miles on a ride. Their favorite trip being the ride to Bishops Ice Cream in 
Littleton! Proper “in traffic” riding and bicycle safety was practiced and stressed on each ride. 
The members requested a bike repair clinic, which turned out very informative. The bike trips 
were well received and drew large numbers. 


Hiking continued to be the most popular activity for all ages. Day hikes included Lafayette, 
Moosilauke, Zealand Falls, the Cannon Balls and Kinsman, and Franconia Falls. Shorter hikes 
included Indian Head, Bridal Veil Falls, Cloudland Falls, Lonesome Lake, Rock Glenn Falls, the 
Flume, Bald Peak, Artists Bluff, the Basin, Bald Knob, and Lost River. 


Tennis lessons were offered to recreation members at no cost this season. Mr. Harry Levin 
donated the cost to hire Joanne Mogren to teach the lessons. Franconia Inn donated the courts and 
the court time. 


This season we had a few changes in our programming. We offered simultaneous activities on 
Tuesday afternoons for both groups. This procedure worked out well, giving both groups 3 
activities a week, other thanswimming lessons. The arts and crafts program failed toattract much 
attention from the members. They complained of boredom, preferring to actually go somewhere 
rather than stay in town. It became very clear as to the preference the members have. The 
swimming, hiking and biking activities drew large numbers (59, 47, 27, 38, 49, etc.) as compared to 
the stationary activities (10, 4, 3!). We listened to the input from the members themselves and tried 
to accommodate them. 


Perhaps the most exciting trip this season took place on Monday, August 16th when we went to 
the New England Aquarium and then visited the Quincy Market. We all enjoyed seeing the 
hundreds of water specimens on display at the Aquarium, with the Dolphin Show being everyone’s 
favorite, after which, the hustle and bustle of the Marketplace kept everyone busy for a few hours. 
The trip was educational in many aspects. The study of sea life is always fascinating, especially 
living up in the mountains away from the oceans. And it is fun to compare life in the country as 
opposed to the hectic pace in the city. The city is a wonderful experience and great to visit, but I 
think everyone was happy to return to the clean air and village of Franconia. 


This summer program allowed recreation members to attain personal levels of achievement in 
swimming, diving, hiking, biking, and tennis friendships as well as the group successes. Color 
photographs were taken to record these adventures. They will be on display at the Abbie Greenleaf 
Library along with the photo albums of the past 4 years. 


We did have many new members this season, however, mostly the area youngsters returned for 
another summer of “occasional” cold swim lessons, always sweaty hikes, and pedaling over New 
Hampshire’s endless hills! But all that is worth every natural formation rock slide, slipping into 
our clean cold waters, swimming at Echo Lake, the ice cream that tastes better because one has 
biked all the way to the shoppe! The view from some of NH’s highest mountains. Knowing the 
mountain ranges by name, and finally getting back into the van for that ride home after a full day 
of expended energy!! 


This group of young people are healthy in body as weil as in spirit. Without them, this program 
would never have become the success it is. 
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The baseball program included 60 boys and girls in 1982. The teams had a very enthusiastic and 
successful season. Many fathers and friends donated long hours of coaching time for this program 
as well as our Baseball Commissioner, Dave Sullivan. 


Not only do our teams play each other, but we also have games with Lisbon and Bethlehem. 


The baseball season ends with a very popular family cookout and a parent-child softball game 
which often goes on for hours, so enthusiastic are all the players! 


The hockey and figure skating program attracted 65 young people this year and as always, 
proved a most successful season, even with our fickle weather. 


The figure skaters were split into two groups in order to give more individual attention to each 
participant. We were very fortunate to find two qualified teachers and one very good assistant. As 
always, both the hockey and regular rink are maintained, and designated hours for use of the rinks 
posted at the ice areas and at school. 


We are very fortunate to have a dedicated group of interested local citizens who devote many, 
many hours in helping out with the program both in the coaching capacity and in rink 
maintenance, as well as the devoted service of our Hockey Director, Hal Tuttle. 


The Recreation Program is happy to be able to offer the iceskating program as an alternative or 
addition to the skiing program offered through the school. 


NOTE: The total budget for the Recreation Program totals $11,700.00 which is for the tri-town 
area of Franconia-Sugar Hill and Easton. The amount raised by each town is determined by the 
number of children participating and is broken down as follows:

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FROM THE SELECTMEN’'S POINT OF VIEW 


The year 1982 was a year of changes, good and bad. Good in respect to the semi-annual tax 
collection, which helped to cut the expense of borrowing. Our interest earnings were high because 
we borrowed a larger sum than needed and reinvested it at a higher rate than we paid. We do not 
expect to be able to do this in 1983 because of lowered interest rates. On the good side also, the town 
plan is being updated and revised thru the Planning Board. 


Also, and of special importance, the voters are being given the opportunity to vote on necessary 
changes in the Zoning Ordinance. A “yes vote” will give the Board of Adjustment a basis for more 
sound and legal decisions. A “no vote” could mean staying on shaky ground. 


The bad side of 1982. The Lord giveth and the Lord taketh away. So does Concord, and did; tothe 
tune of $18,000 in Interest and Dividend Taxes which was about one-half of our previous income. 
We expect the balance to be taken in 1983. What may happen to the Rooms and Meals Tax, and 
Business Profits tax is disturbing also. You can expect local Real Estate Taxes to take another 
jump this year, much of it due to action in Concord. Be assured our oft touted “Home Rule” is based 
in Concord and Washington. 


Be of good cheer, in spite of the above! Don Jesseman is retiring as Selectman in 1983. The twelve 
years of trying to serve the town were interesting and rewarding, and it is time to have a younger 
person who will, hopefully, be able to servea few terms, working for the good of this beautiful little 
town. Thank you all for allowing me the privilege of serving. I do hope I earned my salary.
